Washington, August 1—Gen. Her- 


ri tt again cables the -war department 
relative to 
the 
situation at Manila, 


which is very unsatisfactory and dan- 
gerous owing to the attitude of the in- 
surgents. 
In the opinion of Ilerritt 


the attitude of the insugents is simi- 
lar to that of Garcia's Cubans upon 
the question ot their right to enter 
into 
possession 
themselves 
of 
the 


city, although the Manila insurgents 
are more formidable, more numerous, 
better armed and filled with arrogance 
following their numerous victories. 


Gen Merritt indicated that he v.-ill 


do his utmost to protect citizens from 
the savagery of the Insurgents, though 
his position is a delicate and difficult 
one, because he must t\hile fighting 
Spaniards, be prepared at any moment 
to repel insurgents. 


The general gave notice that he was 


about to combine with De\\ey in joint 
demand for surrender of the city to 
the United States, thus forestalling the 
insurgents. This movement may cause 
a rupture. 


It is posible that this move is already 


made, though' there is some doubt on 
acouunt of the statement that Mer- 
ritt may need all the soldiers before 
attacking. Merritt has 12,000 men with 
him.

He told the Americans of the evacuation 
of Gtbara two davs before by General 
Luque and hlg 1800 Spanlsih soldiers, 
who feared a concerted attack by Amer- 
icans and Cubans. 
They fled to IIol- 


guin by rail and afterwards tore up tha 
tracks. 
General Luque left in the Gtb- 


ara hospital 56 sick and wounded sol- 
diers with a request to Admiral Samp- 
son to see tliat they were properly 
cared for. 
The next day the Cuban 


forces made a triumphal entry ^nto tha 
town.

clamations by the Cubans, and thstown 
held a festival that day and night.

Mr. Cambon discussed the dis- 
position tu be made of the debt, part of 
the time arguing as the represents tlve of 
Spain, and then showing how vitally 
interested France was In the subject 
and how necessary It was some arrange- 
ment should be made whereby French 
creditors would not Icae their invest- 
ments.

When Americans Blun the Guns. 


Tho war between the United States and 


Spain is a copy on a very reduced scalo 
and with some slight modifications of a 
war between Kngland and Franco. It is 
not my purpose in this article to work out 
o detailed comparison. I can only suggest 
it. Tho great British superiority in bat- 
tleships and unarmored cruisers as against 
France is faithfully reproduced in tho 
American navy as against Spain. The 
great French advantage in aruiorod cruis- 
ers liads its parallel in tho Spanish navy. 
Even in torpedo craft tho numerical equal- 
ity which exists between England and 
Franco ia repeated with some correctness 
in the two combatant navies. Thus all 
conditions are favorable to a trial of our 
race. Upon tho conduct of Admiral Sump- 
son and Commodore Schley's officers and 
feluejaokeis depends not merely tho honor 
of tho United States, but tho very exist- 
ence of tho British ompiro. If tho men 
who aro hourly expecting battle in the 
Caribbean falter, if they show any want 
of corn-ago or sailormanship— which God 
forbid — then let us bo certain that an at- 
tack \\ ill bo delivered upon England by 
her enemies, who will conclude, and not 
unjustly, that the military qualities of tho 
Anglo-Saxon have declined under the 
depressing burden of civilization. Aisd as 
this is tho greatest problem to be Bottled 
in tho war, so wo shall hope and pray that 
our raco may emerge with glory from the 
test.— Pall Mall Gazette.

Till: ANSWER- 


Spain has the answer of this gov- 


ernment lo its overtures for peace. 
While the rules of international diplo- 
macy forbid making public the answer 
its contents are pretty well understood. 
It is a cause of profound satisfaction 
that the agreement of the President 
and his constitutional advisers has 
taken this form: 


1. Independence of Cuba. 
-. Cession of Porto Rico to the 


United Status. 


3. Coaling station in the Ladrone 


islands and one in the Caroline islands. 


4. Coaling station in the Philippine 


islands. 


Upon these main features of our 


peace ttrms the administration 
is 


as:x-ed. There remains to be deter- 
mined the location and extent of the 
territory to be ceded to this country 
for a base in the Philippines and the 
nature of the guarantee to be required 
of Spain that she shall establish 
liberal and autonomous government in 
the islands if they rumain in her pos- 
session. These points provoked the 
greater portion of Saturday's lengthy 
discussion. 
sentiment of the cabinet will have so 
far crystallized on the matters at issue 
that the formation of the response to 
Spain will not be delayed beyond to- 
day. 


No demand for money indemnity is 


to be made upon Spain, but she will be 
required to part with all of her pos- 
sessions in the western hemisphere—a 
number of smaller islands to be ceded 
to this country along with Porto Rico— 
and no portion of the financial obliga- 
tions of the territory from which the 
Spanish Hag is withdrawn is to be 
asumed by this government. There wil 
be no suspicion of hostilities 
Spain agrees to accept the conditions 
of peace as outlined. 


If Spain is in earnest in her desire 


for a cessation of hopeless strife she 
will make haste to accept the proposed 
terms and congratulate herself that her 
quarrel has not been with a less gen- 
erous and humane foe. 
She must 


recognize the fact that it was fore- 
written that her flag must disappear 
from the western hemisphere, and she 
had better agree with us quickly while 
there is an opportunity of retaining her 
possessions in the Pacific and of being 
relieved of the burden of meeting a 
money indemnity.

of a frt'L- and stable Kowrmnciit in tho 
sland.

Now and then there is a friendly 


voice lifted for the United States in its 
so-called 
sister 
republic across the 


water, and some recent expressions of 
Emile Ol liver, ex-premier of France, 
are especially enlightened and sympa- 
thetic. 
After predicting that Spain 


must inevitably lose its last possession 
in the; new world and declaring that It 
was not to bn wondered at that repub- 
lican sentiment had grown hostile to 
misrule practiced at its door by the 
monarchial Kuropean continent, this 
veteran statesman said: 


Nobody can complain If Spain is 


cha-sed out of the American hemi- 
sphere, for thut would be a just judg- 
ment of Providence. The Americans 
are fully justified in aiding the Cubans 
to evict their intolerable masters. They 
are sure to succeed finally in this 
righteous war, though the bravery and 
tenacity of the Spanish soldiers, joined 
with the deadly nature of the Cuban 
climate at this season of the year, may 
render the war tedious and of long du- 
ration. An excellent solution of the 
future £cverr::r.erit of Cuba would be 
eitlu-r its establishment as an indepen- 
dent republic or its admission as a 
state of the American union. I am 
rather inclined to think the latter ar- 
rangement would be for the Cubans 
the better one of the two.

He said that he was sorry 
such a thing should happen. The wife 
of the, property owner had appeared 
on the scene in time to hear this last 
remark.

widespread among one party as the 
dissatisfaction is deep in another.

Statesman's Order to Be Buried Within Sigh! 


of Home, j 


Berlin, Aug. 1.—The death of Prince 


Bismarck just before midnight Satur- 
day nigtit was without any premonition 
n the forenoon, when everything favored 
the theory of rcuoveiy as advanced by 
Ihis physician o\\mt? to the bymptoms. 
Prince iii-:::r.ri!.':,,' uusdit.on was cc'in- 
paratively saUfcluctory throughout Fri- 
day and Saturday. He read and eon- 
versed on politics, particularly referring 
to Russian affairs. In the forenoon he 
took luncheon, grumbling jocularly at 
the- tmall proportion of spii its in his 
drinking- water. Then a sudden change 
i'er th<- worse occurred in consequence of 
an acute attack of pulmonary odrma, 
and in the course of the aiternoon he 
frequently became unconscious. 


Recently, besides periods of unusual 


i'clearness of mind, the prince had had 
intervals of drowsiness, tailing into long-, 
sound and ber.eScial sleep, on av.akening 
'from which he would be completUy re- 
freshed. Saturday evening grave symp- 
toms appeared. Dr. Schweinger was able 
to some extent to lighten the la.-;t mo- 
ments by wiping the mucus from the 
patient's mouth and enabling him to 
breathe more freely. The last words 
Bismarck uttered were addressed to his 
daughter, Countess Von Rantzau, who 
wiped tho perspiration from his fore- 
head. They were: "Thanks, my child." 


According to an unofficial account the 


•death agony was prolonged. The prince 
died without taking leave of the family. 
For 'fully an hour he suffered terrible 
'difficulty in breathing-, and his groans 
were fearful to hear during the death 
struggle. He had been placed in a sit- 
ting position and propped up with cush- 
ions in order to relieve the 
frightful 


spasm in breathing. His powerful con- 
stitution fought to the last. 


The family, gathered in an adjoining 


room, was plunged into the very anguish 
of grief by the moans from the death 
.chamber. The despair of all was in- 
tensified by Dr. Schweninger's absence, 
although medical art was unavailing. 
The only consolation was that the prince 
was unconscious during the last two 
hours. Dr. Schweninger was only in 
time to afford some relief in the final 
moments. During- the agony of dying 
the prince repeatedly pressed his hands 
•to his eyes. 


His appearance in death is said to re- 


call strikingly that of the first Emperor 
William, the smallness of skull as com- 
pared with a large body being especially 
remarkable. The strongly contracted, 
small, pale features, greatly emaciated! 
suggest how long and" severely he suf- 
fered, though the expression was calm. 


It is reported that Emperor William 


telegraphed his desire to have a worthy 
funeral at Berlin, and that Count Her- 
bert, after thanking- the emperor, de- 
clined the offer on the ground that hia 
father long- ago expressed a distinct wish 
to be buried at Friedrichsruhe. The em- 
peror also wired Professor Begas to take 
la mask of Prince Bismarck's face. As 
the professor was absent, Mrs. Begas 
(sent an assistant to take a. mask in 
gypsum. Over 500 telegrams of con- 
dolence and many beautiful wreaths 
have already 
arrived. It may be re- 


palled that Bismarck once expressed his 
tvish to be burled at Friedrichsruhe in 
as nearly as possible in the following 
words: "I like best to think of my 
coffin under the tops of the German oaks 
on this height, whence the eye surveys 
the green woods in which Friedrichsruhe 
is embosomed." 


It is admitted that several times dur- 


ing recent months the prince had attacks 
rendering the family extremely anxious, 
but his wonderfully recuperative power 
always asserted itself, and it was quite 
believed on Friday that all immediate 
danger was past. It turns out, however, 
that a regiment stationed at Hamburg 
bad received warning to be ready to sup- 
ply a guard of honor at any moment. 


Sorrowful sympathy over Prince Bis- 


marck's death is manifested in many 
ways. The news is constantly discussed 
in public places, and a feeling of sadness 
prevails among all classes of the people. 


United States Ambassador White sent 


the following- dispatch to Count Herbert 
Bismarck af Friedrichsruhe: 
"On be- 


half of the whole American people, 
whether official or unofficial and of what- 
ever birth or descent, I tender congratu- 
lations upon the mighty career now 
ended and the most sincere sympathy for 
yourself and your mourning family." 


Man of the Century. 


London, Aug. 1.—The space the morn- 


ing papers today devote to Prince Bis- 
marck alone is ample testimony that the 
man of the century has disappeared. 
"He was greater than Napoleon," says 
The Daily Graphic:, "for his work en- 
dures. 
He was the greatest personality 


o' his century, the pivot on which every- 
thing of importance in the history of 
Europe has turned." 


The obituary in The Times occupies 


13 columns. 
"His death," says the 


l-apor, "removes the greatest person- 
ality in Europe, 
His career was alto- 


gether a romance. 
With ail his faults 


he has remained for most of his country- 
men more of a demigod than an ordinary 
mortal." 


The Chronicle, contrasting Gladstone 


and Bismarck, says: "Gladstone left a 
national legacy of enlightened, generous 
and democratic legislation, and the name 
loved and rev«rcil l>y other people hard- 
ly less than by his own. Bismarck's 
monument is a. forest of bayonets; and 
he goes to his grave without the homage?, 
of a tear beyond the borders of his own 
land." Proceeding in a savage attack 
upon the deceased Gorman statesman, 
iThe Chronicle remarks: "^f0 n'm more 
than to another man is due the fact that 
Europe resounds today with the tramp of 
armed millions. His huge strength, his 
capacious mind, his unvarying purpose 
and his colossal triumphs are a proof 
forever of what man can be. Nobody 
t>ut a German will ever look to him for 
an example of what man ought to be."

'height and weighing at one time 2SO 
pounds. He was very sturdy until over- 
st.iken by old age. In his early manhood 
he wsis famous for feats of strength or 
daring and bore the nickname of '"Her- 
cules." When in the prime of life, he 
was possessed ot vast energy and forti- 
tude, and tip to the time he was TO years 
old his vigorous constitution sustained 
<him well. 
He was for years a hard 


rider, a fierce (iuenst, a wild hunter and 
a beer drinker not to be beaten. There 
are many stories told about the way in

In short, 
none of the w ords by which we are apt 
to characterize distinguished individ- 
uals'was applicable to him. He was a 
prodigy. He was not to be classified;

He had 
imagination, but only in the large sense 
of the word—that kind of it which 
moves around realism.
